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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The newly added limitations of claim 54 are drawn to restrictions on the size of the buried channels. These 
limitations have not been presented in previous claim sets. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant states that there is no motivation for 
arranging the channels disclosed by Pourahmadi and Anderson according to the buried channel configuration set forth by Levine. 
Applicant states that Levine only discloses micropipes arranged in different layers as opposed to micropipes in the same layer. In 
response, it should be noted that even though Levine does not provide figures showing interconnected channels formed within the same 
layer, Levine does clearly state in column 2. lines 8-9 that "one or a series of micro pipes may be formed in a single layer." If Applicant 
still feels that the use of interconnected buried channels formed within a single layer distinguishes his invention from the prior art, he is 
encouraged to claim this limitation in the independent claims. 

However, it is not clear that this difference would discourage one of ordinary skill in the art from utilizing the buried channels of Levine. 
Applicant points out certain deficiencies in the Levine reference regarding channel size, however these deficiencies must be weighed 
against benefits regarding cost effectiveness (see col. 2. line 15). One of ordinary skill in the art would recognize that the inexpensive 
nature of Levine's buried to channels overcomes any potential drawbacks associated with imprecise fluid control.
